Kuroki's flank movement east of the 


Russian position precipitated the re- 
treat from Liao Yang. When the Rus

The shell fire continued until Sept. 


4th, when the bridges over the Taitse 
were destroyed. The Russians admit 
that their positions at Liao Yang were 
tcs extended for the army to 
hold. 


The greater portion of the 
Russian 


forces crossed the Taitse during the 
night of September 2nd, and engaged 
General Kuroki with two corps. 
The 


fighting of the first day was favorable 
to the Russians, but the conditions 
changed at night time. The Russian 
infantry suffered heavily from shrap- 
nel and rifle fire.

Russians successfully protecting the 
railroad.
